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Among the old Jewish legends not to be found in the Bible, there are several 
that are intended to explain why Moses was not permitted to enter the ‘ Promised 
Land.” They are extremely picturesque, but not altogether convincing. — Indeed, 
but for a certain amount of ambiguity in the wording of the Scriptural narrative, 
these apocryphal explanations would never, in all probability, have been put 
forward. 

In his charge to the Israelites (Deut. i.) Moses reminded them that God had 
declared that none of the generation that left Egypt should “see that good land.” 
Caleb and Joshua were to be the only exceptions; for, said Moses, “The Lord was 
angry with me for your sakes, saying, Thou also shall not go in thither.” The 
“meek man ’”’ bowed to the will of the God of Israel, and he knew why he and his 
brother Aaron were thus severely punished. 


The true cause is shown in the account (Numbers xx., 12) of the miracle 
whereby Moses brought forth water from the rock in the desert of Zin: “ And 
the Lord spake unto Moses and Aaron, Because ye believed Me not to sanctify Me 
in the eyes of the children of Israel, therefore ye shall not bring the congregation 
into the land which I have given them.” A modern interpretation of the Biblical 
words puts it that “‘ Moses and Aaron were not permitted to enter the promised 
land because they did not have the proper confidence in God in calling water from 
the rock.” * 

This unbelief, or lack of complete trust, would seem to have been displayed 
in two ways: First, by the utterance of Moses, “‘ Hear now, ye rebels; must we 
fetch you water out of this rock ?’’ Secondly, by the act of smiting the rock twice 
with his rod, instead of speaking to it as God had commanded (Numbers xx., 8), 
Such is the interpretation of the Mosaic narrative that has been adopted in the 
present instance. 

There only remains to add that the text of the oratorio has been taken 


entirely from the Books of Numbers and Deuteronomy, and from the Psalms.
